Assessed Value) and the challenges of declining property tax values.
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Mayor Morrissey mentioned a Memorandum from Chief Epperson has been distributed to
council members regarding the Neighborhood Response Unit.

Mayor Morrissey reminded city employees to register on-line for mandatory enroliment
as the deadline of November 28th is quickly approaching.

Mayor Morrissey announced the garbage schedule for the holiday; the only change is
Thursday’s collection will be delayed a day until Friday. Household hazardous waste will
be open this weekend and the final yard waste collection will be December 1st- 4th.
